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Chemical Workers 
bureaucracy for a 
Union battles 
year, loses

The great bureaucratic wheel has 
turned one revolution, leaving the 
Chemical Workers Union Local 146 right 
back where it started last year. 
That is, still seeking a governmental 
agency — be it state or federal — to 
come to the Johns-Manville plant in 
Lompoc to determine the health of the 
men working there and to conduct a 
death certificate survey of former J-M 
workers. 
a x»u»r dated July 23 to local safety 
chairman Frank Garcia from Dr. Hector 
P Blejer of NIOSH - National Institute 
for Occupational Safety and Health un­ 
der HEW — says that Cal-OSHA is the 
right agency to fu lfill the union’s 
request. 
Dr. Blejer made this same statement 
late last year in Cincinnati, Ohio, to then 
local president Tom McCall who made 
the request armed with a survey showing 
211 J-M workers have been exposed to 
asbestos on the job and 13 death cer­ 
tificates of former J-M employes who, 
claims the union, died of asbestos- 
related diseases. 
Since then the union has made long dis­ 
tance calls, attended meetings in and out 
of town and written tetters to various 
state agencies connected with industrial 
health and safety. The upshot has been a 
lot of talk but no action by either Cal- 
OSHA, the Department of Industrial 
Relations or the Occupational Health 
Branch of the State Department of 
Health 
Finally last week,Federal-OSHAin San 
Francisco informed the Record that it 


would not approve expenditure of federal 
funds in the Cal-OSHA budget to do the 
in-depth health hazard evaluation at the 
J-M plant or the death certificate sur­ 
vey. 
It took Cal-OSHA over six months to 
approve the union’s request. 
It took Federal-OSHA about two days 
to say “ We don’t fund that kind of ac 
tivity. OSHA does enforcement (of in­ 
dustrial laws); NIOSH does research 
and development.’’ 
Two days after “ all levels of Cal- 
OSHA’’ approved the request and sub­ 
mitted ft to Federal-OSHA across the 
street for approval, the feds announced 
their decision. 
Dr. Blejer, though, still maintains that 
NIOSH is not the right agency to move on 
the union’s request. The right agency is 
the “ well-qualified, numerous California 
State OHB staff which, with its other full 
time consultants and dozens of industrial 
hygienists and engineers, totals over SO 
professionals,” he writes. 
OHB contracts with Cal-OSHA to per­ 
form health inspections of industrial 
plants. 
So, Local 146 is right back where it 
started last year. 
Yesterday safety chairman Garcia 
responded, “ They say laws are made to 
protect the workers, but when one seeks 
governmental help — whether state or 
federal — it seems like it is one big 
merry-go-round.” 
The union’s recourse now, he said, is to 
send letters of appeal to federal and 
state elected politicians. 
The union contends that workers at J- 
M have been exposed to dangerous levels 


of asbestos dust since the plant began us­ 
ing the insidious fiberous mineral in 
1951. Moreover, the company doctor for 
many years — now retired Dr. Milton 
Duncan — purposely misled workers 
about the state of their health. 
An in depth health hazard evaluation is 
needed, says the union, to determine the 
health of the workers and, if need be, 
have them transferred out of plant areas 
where asbestos and diatomacious earth 
— another known hazardous material — 
is processed or have the men retired 
with compensation. 
The death certificate survey is wanted 
by the union so relatives of a worker who 
died of asbestos-related diseases will 
receive Workmen’s Compensation. 
Involved state and federal officials 
acknowledge the importance of the 
health evaluation and survey, which 
would cost an estimated $40,000 to per­ 
form. 
Dr. Blejer said the evaluation was 
warranted just on the fact that one 
former J-M worker died of a rare cancer 
called mesohelioma. 
Dr. David K. Parkinson of the State 
Health Department’s OHB remarked, 
“ It is important we do get involved in the 
clinical study because you can’t trust a 
company doctor to examine a guy when 
the doctor is being paid by the com­ 
pany.” 
Tom Houston of the State Agriculture 
and Service Agency, which is over the 
State Department of Industrial Relations 
and Cal-OSHA, commented recently, 
“ Basically I think it is a good study and 
may produce im portant research 
results.”

91 wounded in 
Lebanon evacuated 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (U P I) - A Red 
Cross team evacuated 91 wounded men, 
women and children from the besieged 
Palestinian camp of Tal Zaatar today in 
a relatively smooth but tense operation 
marred by long delays and scattered 
shooting and shelling. 


It took nearly seven hours for an Inter­ 
national Red Cross convoy of nine 
trucks, two ambulances and two scout 
cars to reach the camp through Christian 
lines in southeast Beirut, pick up the 
wounded and evacuate them to hospitals 
in the Moslem western sector of the 
capital. 


A shaky cease-fire held up for most of 
the operation, but a tense moment — the 
first of many — came when three mor­ 
tars landed close to the camp and 
machine gun fire erupted as a scout car 
returned to fetch waiting trucks and am­ 
bulances. 


Both Norman Larson, president of 
LFT, and Carol Linger, president of 
L E A , say they are interested In 
negotiating for salaries and fringe 
benefits immediately.

The dispute with the district began 
before school closed for the summer 
Milligan wanted to proceed with limited 
negotiations, but attached some strings 
to the offer. Both teacher organizations 
liked the idea of settling salaries and 
fringe benefits, but were opposed to the 
proposal that the negotiations should be 
final for the full year. 
All this is unfolding under a cloud of 
uncertainty. Both teacher organizations 
and the district have asked the state’s 
Education Employe Relations Board 
(E E R B ) for decisions on who is and who 
is not to be in bargaining units When the 
state acts on that decision, the school 
district can set an election to determine 
which organization is to be the exclusive 
bargaining representative. 
Pending conclusion of those vital 
details, it has been proposed to conduct 
some negotiations with the old and es­ 
sentially dead Certificated Employe 
Council (CEC) The last composition of 
the CEC was split, six members from 
LEA and three from LFT 


Continuing 
economic 
gains seen 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Congres­ 
sional Budget Office is predicting con­ 
tinued moderate economic recovery 
through 1977 with a gradual easing of un­ 
employment and a roughly stable rate of 
inflation. 
“ The recovery appears to be solid if 
not especially rapid,” said director Alice 
Rivlin at a news conference Monday to 
release the report titled. Sustaining a 
Balanced Expansion. 
Rivlin said the report’s projections 
were similar to those of the Ford ad­ 
ministration 
Among the report’s specific projec­ 
tions 
An unemployment rate erf 6.9 to 7.3 
per cent by the end of the year, and from 
5.8 to 6.4 per cent by the end of 1977. 
— A rise in the inflation cate of 5 to 7 
per cent for the next year and a half, 
“ roughly the same as the 5.5 per cent 
rate during the first year of recovery.” 
The consumer price index, most com­ 
monly used measure of the impact of in­ 
flation on the average American, w ill 
rise 4.7 to 6.7 per cent in 1977 
— The gross national product, adjusted 
for the effects of inflation, will rise 5 to 
6.5 per cent during the remainder of the 
year and 4.5 to 6.5 per cent during 1977. 
— A gradual rise in short-term interest 
rates. 
Rivlin said the projections depend on 
continued federal spending along the 
lines of the first congressional budget 
resolution — $413 billion in fiscal 1977 
spending with a $51 billion deficit. The 
report also assumes monetary growth sl­ 
ightly above the Federal Reserve 
Board’s targets. 
If Congress fails to override expected 
vetoes erf $5.6 billion in public employ­ 
ment measures, for example, unemploy­ 
ment projections would increase by 0.3 
percentage points and the rate of infla­ 
tion would decrease by the same 
amount, she said. 
On the other hand, if federal expen­ 
ditures are increased by $10 billion, the 
unemployment rate would go down by 0.2 
percentage points, but inflation would in­ 
crease by a like amount. 


Malady that 
has killed 19 
still mystery 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (U P I) - State health officials said today they could not iden­ 
tify a mysterious illness that has killed many of the Pennsylvanians who attended a 
state American Legion convention in Philadelphia two weeks ago. 
Officials feared Hie death toll — now at 19 — would mount. 
___ 
“ Throughout the evening and morning hours, it became apparent from our 
reporting systems that the disease has not leveled off,” said state health Secretary 
Dr. Leonard Bachman. 
“ Apparently both the deaths and the number of new cases of the disease have in­ 
creased and are increasing.” 
The painful disease, which resembles pneumonia and is believed caused by a virus, 
has hospitalized at least 73 legionnaires, their wives, or guests at the convention ac­ 
cording to Bachman. He said that figure included the fatalities. 
“ At this time, we believe the deaths and incidences of this disease are confined to 
those members of the state American Legion who attended the convention in 
Philadelphia/’ Bachman said. 
"However, it is too early to discount the possibility of the disease spreading to 
those who may have had contact with those in attendance. It is, in fact, too early for 
any type Of conjecture.” 
AU but one of the victims were males The ages of the victims ranged from 39 to 82 
The first death occurred July *7, three days after the American L>pa i members 
returned home from their Philadelphia meeting. 
Bachman refused to identify the 19th fatality. He said the names of the victims 
were not important to the department, which is more concerned about the scope of 
the disease. 
Bachman on Monday ordered a statewide investigation to identify the disease and 
determine if it is contagious.

Reagan in the state that may hold the 
key to the GOP presidential nomination. 
Thomas Twine, of WUliamsport, who 
had been uncommitted for several 
months, said he “ thought the situation 
over and decided to back Ford.” 
Reagan picked up three additional 
delegates in the northeast Monday — the 
first fruit from his selection of Sen. 
Richard Schweiker, R.-Pa., as his poten­ 
tial running mate. 
By U P I’s count, eight Republican 
presidential delegates have moved into 
Ford's camp since the Schweiker an­ 
nouncement, including three from Penn­ 
sylvania. Reagan has picked up two in 
Pennsylvania in the past week from the 
uncommitted column.

LOVELAND, Colo (U P I) - Ground 
crews today descended into the twisting, 
devastated Big Thompson River canyon 
to recover more bodies of vacationers 
and campers buried in mud and tangled 
in the debris of a weekend flash flood. 
At least 88 persons were killed in the 
flood caused by a freak cloudburst which 
unleashed a 10-foot crest of water 
through the Rock Mountain canyon. The 
victims were swept away in minutes 
Many had ignored warnings to leave. 
Larimer County Sheriff Bob Watson 
said 78 bodies were brought to the 
Loveland morgue and an additional 10 
victims were taken to an American 
Legion post at Estes Park, at the north 
end of the canyon. He said searchers 
“ expect to find more bodies.” 
The “ once in a century" storm which 
began Saturday night ended before dawn 
today and clouds lifted from the sides of 
the canyon, 10,000 feet above sea level in 
the mountains 
Huge troop transport 
helicopters flew in to aid in recovery of 
bodies Only four choppers entered the 
canyon Monday because of rain and fog. 
An aide to President Ford called 
authorities in this farm town of 20,000 
during the night and asked about four 
friends missing in the flood, Colorado 
State Police said. Ford vacations annual­ 
ly at the ski resort at Vail. 
Early damage estimated totaled $12 
million to roads, homes, property and 
Bureau of Reclamation equipment in the 
35-mile canyon, so steep oxen were used 


in the early 1900s to pull Model-T 
automobiles up what was then a dirt 
trail. Gov. Richard Lamm scheduled a 
news conference to announce massive 
aid for survivors. 
Lamm deactivated 150 National Guard 
members called out Saturday night and 
ordered to the area, 45 miles northwest 
of Denver. But, some guardsmen said 
they would stay and help recover bodies. 
Watson said only a few of the bodies 
known still to be in the canyon were 
taken out Monday because of the rain. 
Before dawn today, the cloud cover was 
blown away and the temperature was 
predicted to rise to about 65 degrees 
from Monday’s 45-50 readings.

Three public hearings, disclosure of 
interest codes and a variety of mis­ 
cellaneous items complete the agenda 
Senate turns down proposal 
to suspend powers of EPA 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Senate 
rejected today a proposal to suspend for 
one year the power of the Environmental 
Protection Agency to issue clean air 
regulations. 
The Senate defeated 74-17 an amend­ 
ment by Sen. William Scott, R.-Va., 
which would have stopped EPA from 
moving ahead with new antipollution 
standards. 
The amendment was offered as an ad­ 
dition to another proposal which would 
kill new antipollution standards in areas 
of the nation which now have cleaner air, 
A vote on the proposal to eliminate the 
new standards In a revision of the Clean 
Air Act was scheduled later. It would 
substitute, instead, a year-long study of 
the impact of the proposed new stan­ 
dards 
The Senate’s refusal to adopt the Scott 
amendment came one day after a three- 


judge federal court upheld the power of 
the EPA to set different standards for 
different areas 
Under the Scott amendment, EPA only 
would have been permitted to enforce 
nationwide standards designed to protect 
the health and welfare. 
Scott said, “ I think we’re overly 
regulated now,” and added that the EPA 
regulations upheld by the appeals court 
interferred in areas that should be 
handled by states and localities 
’ ’Under our system of dual 
sovereignty, states and localities are 
charged with the responsibility of plann­ 
ing and zoning,” Scott said. “ They 
should retain the right and responsibility 
to determine whether a given facility is a 
community asset and should be permit­ 
ted to determine whether they desire air 
quality to be higher than the established 
national standard ” 


Generic drugs ease more than aches in the human body

Generic drug substitutes go beyond easing the aches of the 
human body — they can also take some of the pain out of paying for 
prescriptions. 
Since the generic drug substitution bill, A B193, became law May 
1 of this year, Californians can request generic substitutes for 
more expensive brand name drugs. The bill, authored by As* 
semblyman Barry Keene, D.-Eureka, further allows pharmacists 
to substitute chemically equivalent generic drugs for the brand 
name prescription unless the doctor specifies no substitution. 
Keene's bill reverses the antisubstitution laws which had con­ 
sumers paying an extra $45 million a year for prescription drugs, 
according to the California Department of Consumer Affairs. 
A survey of the 10 most common drugs dispensed by Lompoc 
pharmacists found only two brand-name drugs which still were 
protected by patent laws and didn’t have available generic sub­ 
stitutes. The patent system grants the pharmaceutical company 
which develops a new drug a monopoly on the drug's sale and 
production for 17 years. 
The two drugs were the number one prescription drug in the na­ 
tion, Valium, a common tranquilizer, and Aldomet, a drug 
prescribed for high blood pressure. Aldomet ranked somewhere in 
the middle of the top ten. 
Besides being the only two patent-protected brand names in the 
group, Valium and Aldomet ranked among the four most expensive 
out of the top group at the three pharmacies surveyed. A common 
prescription of 50 5-milligram tablets of Valium can cost anywhere 
from $5.95 to $8.20 while a popular order of 100 250-milligram 
tablets of Aldomet ranges from $9.95 to $14.09 depending where you 
shop 
The other two most expensive drugs in the top group were brand- 
name drugs with available generic substitutes. 
The brand-name drug Actifed, prescribed as an antihistimine 
and decongestant, can cost anywhere from $7.95 to $9.49 for a bot­ 


tle of 100 pills while its generic equivalent, Acticon, ran about 25 
per cent cheaper. 
Darvon, the brand name for a common analgesic, costs between 
$7.79 and $6.80 for 50 66-miiligram tablets. Its generic, propox­ 
yphene hydrochloride, was priced as low as $4.75 by an area phar­ 
macist. 
Some other commonly prescribed brand names with cheaper 
generic substitutes available are the analgesic Empirin with 
codeine, replaceable with A PC (aspirin phenacetin caffeine) with 
codeine; the antibiotic Gantrisin with the generic substitute sul- 
fisoxazole; and the antihistimine Benadryl which can be 
superseded with generic diphenhybramine. 
On the whole, the average generic prescription costs the patient 
about $3.75, while the average charge for all prescriptions, in­ 
cluding both brand name and generic equivalents is around $4.70, 
according to the California Pharmaceutical Association. 
But generics or generic substitutes are not always available. Art 
Smith, owner of Medical Center Pharmacy and a pharmacist 
himself, estimated between 50 and 60 per cent of all prescriptions 
can be filled generically. 
The CPA estimated that "about 25 per cent of the most frequent­ 
ly prescribed drugs are available as generics." Anothf r local phar­ 


macist was not so optimistic. 
"About 80 per cent of medicine used today is not generically 
made," claimed Dennis Inouye, pharmacist and owner of Valley 
Bexall Drugs. "So only 20 per cent or so are applicable and some of 
those that are applicable are not up to stuff. Some I wouldn’t take 
myself." 
But generics aren’t a unanimously accepted antidote for high 
medicine costs. Pharmacists and physicians alike know of generic 
failures in the past and all three pharmacies surveyed said they 
only would buy generics from the larger reputable pharmaceutical 
companies. 
"The pharmacist is in the position to know which generic house 
he can trust," Smith explained. "We have turned down some very 
good prices from some small companies because we couldn’t trust 
their products." 
Inouye represented the majority of area pharmacists when he 
said customers hadn’t been requesting more generics since the bill 
became law. 
"I think most people go to their doctor and their doctor tells 
them what to take. They are going to take it and leave the judg­ 
ment up to the doctor and pharmacist. They are not going to risk 
their health to save a few pennies."

Americans spend about $3 
million -40 per cent of the total 
Protest 
stymies 
pay hike

Militant taxpayer groups 
have temporarily stymied a 
proposal by the Board of Super­ 
visors to give elected county of­ 
ficials — except the supervisors 
— a 3 per cent pay boost. 
The supervisors voted 4-1 
Monday to refer the controver­ 
sial proposal involving seven of­ 
ficiate to the new Grand Jury 
for a recommendation retur­ 
nable Sept. 20. They also agreed 
to have the Grand Jury make a 
report then as to the super­ 
visors’ salaries as well. 
Grand Jury foreman Gail 
Tow bes, who w as in the 
audience, suggested a 45-day 
period to give the jurors time to 
make a recommendation. The 
outgoing Grand Ju ry had 
recommended the supervisors’ 
pay remain at $17,200 this year. 
Supervisor James M. Slater, 
voting against the proposal by 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
to turn the matter over to the 
Grand Jury, and rescind the 
supervisors’ previous action in 
giving the salary ordinance 
change an initial reading, said 
he was against rescission 
pending receipt of word from 
the jurors. 
The supervisors earlier had 
approved 3 per cent pay hikes 
for other county employes, ex­ 
cept for county firemen, who 
ai6 continuing contract talks 
with the new negotiators Thurs­ 
day. 
County Assessor William 
Cook, (me of the officials in­ 
volved in the controversy, said 
he felt the supervisors’ new 
move was "not a responsible 
action." He didn’t agree the 
Grand Jury should be handed 
the problem, Cook, president 
of the County Department 
Heads Assn., said elected of­ 
ficiate were hit by higher living 
costs the same as other county 
employes. 
Board chairman Frank J. 
Frost said he felt the board 
should have received citizen in­ 
put before it acted on the new 
ordinance on first reading. But 
he explained the item came 
before the board at a late hour 
last week after the audience 
had left. 
Harold E Burnett, president, 
Citizens for Tax Reform , 
claimed salaries of elected 
county officiate are higher in 
some jot» than in comparable 
counties, and asked for Grand 
Jury consideration after two 
years. 
Tax Action Assn. director 
Paul Bundy; Col. Robert Owen, 
of the Committee for concerned 
Citizens, and Ted Gates, of 
Allied Protective and Improve­ 
ment Assn. also voiced objec­ 
tions to the proposed pay hike 
as being unfair to taxpayers 
striving to keep from losing 
their homes.

Older homeowners' 
tax break proposed 


Congressman Bob Lagomar- 
sino has introduced a bill giving 
senior citizens a special tax 
credit for property taxes. 
"Property taxes are the bane 
of persons on fixed incomes,” 
said Lagomarsino in explaining 
the measure, "unless they get 
some relief soon, many of than 
will be forced to sell their 
homes." 
The Lagomarsino MU allows 
persons over 65 with incomes of 
$5,000 or less to subtract 50 per 
cent of the property taxes paid 
on their homes from their in­ 
come tax. Renters would 
receive an equivalent credit 
amounting to half the share of 
their rent which goes for 


property taxes, with the 
amount of the credit decreasing 
in both cares as income rises. 
The credit would be in addi­ 
tion to the deduction presently 
allowed for property taxes 
when returns are itemized, said 
the Congressm an. "M any 
seniors, because of their in­ 
comes, do not itemize property 
taxes, and of course, renters 
can’t deduct them," he pointed 
out. 
"This bill would help them by 
tying the credit to their net in­ 
com e." Under the bill, the 
credit would be reduced by 2 
per cent for each $1,000 of in­ 
come above $5,000. 


Federal food stamp 
ruling to aid many 


Some households that were 
denied .food stamps since Oc­ 
tober 8,1975, because they were 
receiving federal housing 
allowances or subsidies now 
have become eligible for 
retroactive payments under a 
new federal ruling, the County 
Welfare Department has an­ 
nounced. 
Any persons who were denied 
ail or part of their food stamp 
benefits due to the inclusion of 
vendor payments from the 
Federal Housing and Urban 
Development agency as income 
in budgeting computation 
should contact the Welfare 
Department immediately. 
They may be eligible for pos­ 


sible refunds or retroactive 
payments 
The federal order, following 
up on a court order, excluded 
the Federal allowances and 
subsidies from consideration in 
computing a household income 
for food stamp purposes. 
The government ordered that 
Counties shall provide retroac­ 
tive payments or refunds for 
households, which since Oct. 8, 
1975 received no food stamp 
benefits or less than they were 
otherwise entitled to because of 
the method of computation. 
The Welfare Department has 
no estimate as to how many 
households are eligible for re­ 
funds. 
Animal control committee 
left intact by board 


The County Animal Health 
and Population Control Com­ 
mittee — fighting against a 
proposal by county supervisor 
aides for its dissolution — not 
only emerged intact from the 
Board of Supervisor session 
Monday, but also galvanized 
county supervisors into press­ 
ing forward with a vital 
program the supervisors ap­ 
parently had forgotten about. 
Committee secretary Sally 
Perry said the reason the com­ 
mittee hadn’t met recently was 
that county officiate responsi­ 
ble for carrying out a public 
education program the commit- 


tee advocated seemed to be sit­ 
ting on their hands. 
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Inouye also said there hasn’t been an increase in doctors 
prescribing generics. 
"You write out that generic name and see how long that generic 
name is. They (doctors) have been writing out brand names for 20 
years and they can’t remember these long chemical names — the 
pharmacist can’t even remember some of them. 
“They are not going to write out 30 to 40 letters instead of four or 
five and their handwriting is so bad anyhow, we probably couldn’t 
read it." 
Lompoc District Hospital hasn't taken a stand on generics. 
"We’ve sort of taken a neutral position because some doctors are 
very specific and in our pharmacy they have different brand 
names and the doctors usually specify a particular drug," said 
Jane Flaherty, acting hospital administrator. 
"Some of the doctors have strong feelings," Flaherty added, 
"that there is a difference and they specifically write ‘no sub­ 
stitution’ on their prescriptions. But we haven’t had any rampant 
opposition." 


Dr. Lawrence Heiges, chief of staff at the hospital, presented 
both points of view from the physician's angle. 
"Let’s just say this — you can’t rely on all of them (generics). 
Sometimes they’re good, and sometimes not and it is a hit and miss 
situation,” explained the physician, who has been practicing 
medicine for 43 years. "You have no knowledge of what your 
patient is getting. 


"It is a bad law. If you give the druggist the right to prescribe, he 
doesn’t know whether it is working or not because he doesn’t see 
the patient regularly. I prescribe generics sometimes and I also 
use brand names and when I do, I mark it ’no substitution.’ 
"Theoretically, they are the same, but in actuality, they are not. 
So as far as I’m concerned, generics can go out the window." 
Dr. Heiges said, however, his son, who is practicing medicine in 
Visalia, firmly believes in generics, "but then he doesn’t have my 
experience."

— Documents found by inves- 
tigators in the Chowchilla kid­ 
nap case contained bizarre 
reference to Satan and a $5 
million, unsent ransom note 
was signed “Beelsabub,” it was 
reported. 
“ Beelsabub” was an ap­ 
p a re n t 
m issp e llin g 
of 
Beelzebub, a New Testament 
name meaning “prince of the 
devils.” 
The Fresno, Calif., Bee said 
Monday that it was informed by 
investigators some documents 
contained “strange references 
to Satan” and others were 
coded in Sanskrit. 
The documents were found on 
the 100-acre estate of the family 
of Fred N. Woods, 24, one of the 
three suspects in the July 15 kid­ 
nap of 26 school children and 
their bus driver here. The vic­ 
tims were placed in a truck van 
buried in a quarry owned by 


Woods father near Livermore in 
Alameda County. They dug 
their way to freedom. 
The other two suspects were 
James Schoenfeld, 24, and his 
brother, Richard, 22, both of 
Atherton, Calif. The younger 
Schoenfeld surrendered on July 
23, while Woods was captured 
in Vancouver, B.C., last Thurs­ 
day, and the older Schoenfeld 
was arrested in Menlo Park, 
Calif., the same day. 
“Maybe one of them, or all 
three of them, were into the oc­ 
cult,” one investigator said. 
“But occult or not, it had 
nothing to do with the kidnaping 
of those children and the fact 
the abductors wanted $5 
million.”

Juror Ronald Pruyn was un­ 
aware of it because word was 
kept from the sequestered jury 
until they reach a verdict on 
charges against the Harrises, 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
members on trial for an alleged 
SLA crime spree with Patricia 
Hearst.

Superior Court Judge Mark 
Brandler denied all the defense 
motions Monday, but said if the 
jury finds the Harrises guilty, 
he will question the jurors 
about possible prejudice and 
consider a mistrial motion. 
The defense based the motion 
on reports by two women, 
prospective jurors not chosen 
for the panel, that Pruyn said to 
o th e r p ro sp e c ts b efo re 
testimony began that “ we 
already know the way this 
thing’s going to go.” 
The defense also cited reports 
another unchosen prospect 
hanged paper effigies of the 
Harrises on a mock gallows 
built out of an eraser and paper 
clips in the jury room. 
The defense asked that a mis­ 
trial be declared, or Pruyn be

The defense alleged miscon­

Postcard voter registration 
system begins across state 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California’s new postcard regis­ 
tration system began in major 
counties this week, and by next 
week any resident in the state 
will he able to sign up by simply 
m ailin g a p o sta g e -p aid 
registration card. 
Telephone installers soon will 
begin handing out the five-by- 
seven-lnch cards to all custom­ 
ers so those who have moved 
can change their voting address 
or register for the first time. 
Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu also plans to use lists 
of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles to send registration 
postcards to young persons who 
will be 18 years of age before 
the November election. An ac­ 
companying letter will en­ 
courage the youths to register 
to vote. 
In all, Ms. Eu will have up to 
15 million of the postcards 
available for use in the fall 
drive to sign up new voters. She 
hopes an extra 1 million voters 
will be registered by the 
November election, an aide 
said Monday. 
About 8.7 million Californians 
cast votes in the June primary, 
and there are an additional 7 
million unregistered citizens in 
the state, said spokeswoman 
Caren Daniels. 
Campaign workers for Demo­ 
cratic nominee Jimmy Carter 
and the Republican nominee for 
President will be able to use the 
cards, with return postage paid 
by the state, to register voters. 
Most any other group also 
will be permitted to mail out 
the postcards, including politi­ 
cal parties and unions, if they 
can convince the secretary of 
state that the proposed distribu­ 


tion will be “cost-effective,” 
Ms Daniels said. 
Citizens can call or write 
county clerks or registrars of 
voters to ask that they be sent s 
registration postcard. In some 
counties, toll-free telephone 
Unes will be available so a 
prospective voter can leave a 
recorded message giving the 
address where s postcard 
should be sent. 
“It will be very convenient to 
register now,” she said. “In­ 
stead of going to the firehouse 
or deputy registrar, you may 
obtain a mail registration form 
and fill it out in the privacy of 
your own home, under penalty 
of perjury, and drop it in the 
mall.” 
A notification card is re­ 
turned to the new voter to con­ 
firm the registration. 
So far th is week, the 
registraton system has been 
started in the counties of San 
Diego, Riverside, Orange and 
Imperial - where half of the 
state's population resides. 
The secretary of state plans 
to ship registration cards to all 
other’counties by Friday, assur­ 
ing that they will be available to 
voters by next week, Ms. 
Daniels said. 
Republicans generally op­ 
posed the postcard registration 
system when it was approved 
by the legislature last year at a 
cost of $1.2 million S year. But 
they apparently aren’t going to 
be reluctant to make use of the 
postcards. 
The largest request so far has 
come from the Los Angeles 
Republican Central Committee, 
which asked for 250,000 regis­ 
tration postcards One of the 
first to ask for postcards was

Last dependents of American 
envoys evacuated from China 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The 
last dependents of American 
diplomats evacuated Peking to­ 
day, leaving behind hundreds of 
thousands of Chinese camping 
in the streets awaiting an 
earthquake that may never 
come. 
Large numbers of other 
foreign diplom ats, th eir 
dependents and foreign resi­ 
dents also continued to leave 
the capital in an exodus that 
began last Sunday at the 
request of Chinese authorities 
The government is afraid new 
aftershocks from last Wednes­ 
day’s earthquake could produce 
major new damage 
Hundreds of thousands of 
temporarily homeless Chinese 
spent their sixth night outdoors 
in tents and makeshift shelters 
as the only protection against a 
light to moderate rain. 
An official of the United 
States Liaison Office in Peking 
told UPI by telephone today 
that the last three Amercan 
dependents left for Tokyo 
aboard a morning flight 


Others left earlier by a dif­ 
ferent route — to Canton in 
South China and then by train to 
Hong Kong. 
The official said theliaisonof­ 
fice staff was being reduced 
temporarily by one-third, leav­ 
ing only 20 people. Five of these 
were women, he said. 
Peking sources said the 
makeshift “ shanty towns” 
were heavily patrolled by 
police, soldiers and public 
security farces and there ap­ 
peared to be no signs of dis­ 
order despite the conditions 
(Warren Duncan of the 
Australian Broadcasting Com­ 
mission told UPI some resi­ 
dents of Peking have indicated 
“ that food is getting a bit 
harder to get in the variety 
required.” ) 
Few homes were destroyed 
by the powerful earthquake, 
strongest in the work! in more 
than 12 years, that struck last 
Wednesday about 100 miles 
southeast of Peking. 
But authorities will not per­ 
mit people to return to their 


damaged homes because of the 
danger of a new quake or 
powerful aftershocks, which 
could cause them to collapse. 
On Monday, diplomats were 
inform ed 
by 
Chinese 
authorities that in a period of 
about 48 hours during the 
weekend a total of 125 strong 
aftershocks had been recorded. 
Of these, 110 had a magnitude 
of 4 on the Richter Scale and 15 
were registered at 5. The 
quake, which hit last week, 
measured 8.2 on the Richter 
Scale. 
These aftershocks, like the 
original quake, were centered 
in the area of Tangshan. an in­ 
dustrial city of about 1 million, 
which foreign residents 
reported was almost destroyed. 
The authorities said the death 
and destruction caused by the 
initial quake, which was fol­ 
lowed 16 hours lafef by another 
almost as strong, had been 
“great” but they have disclosed 
no details. Foreign reports put 
the death toll in the hundreds of 
thousands.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
sembly Republican Leader 
Paul Priolo says state govern­ 
ment operations are being sl­ 
owed by the failure of Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. to make ap­ 
pointments to boards and com­ 
missions 
“It is rather ironic that while 
Jerry Brown was cavorting 
around the nation espousing his 
philosophy of greater public 
participation in government, his 
home state was left to suffer 
from his unwillingness to fill 
the appointments which would 
make greater public participa­ 
tion possible within Califor­ 
nia,” Priolo said Monday. 
The Pacific Palisades law­ 
maker noted that Brown, who 
conducted an unsuccessful 
Democratic presidential bid, 
has not filled 565 appointments 
to boards, commission, courts 
and agencies. 


Brown’s office said the total 
is actually about 250. A 
spokesman said the difference 
in the governor’s and Priok>> 
figures is that some appointees 
have continued to serve in their 
posts until replacements are 
named although the terms have 
expired.

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Refugees from Uganda are 
pouring across the border into 
Kenya with tales of beatings by 
the unruly troops of President 
Idi Amin, relief officials said 
today. 
A Ugandan military spokes­ 
man denied all knowledge of 
two Britons reportedly arrested 
on spying charges, raising fears 
they may already he dead The 
spokesman said the stories 
were “malicious propaganda ’ 
Kenyan Foreign Minister 
Manyua Waiyaki said Monday 
Kenya was ready to begin talks 
with Uganda “ anytime this 
week” to try to normalize rela­ 
tion between the two east 
African countries. 
The unpredictable Amin, 
whose dictatorial rule has 
reportedly spread panic through 
Uganda, has for weeks 
threatened to invade his neigh­ 
bor and then reversed himself, 
promising never to attack his 
"brothers and sisters." 
Relief officials at the com­ 
mon border said Africans flee­ 
ing from Ugandan troops con­ 
tinued to stream into Kenya 
this week. 


Food relief official John 
Rogers, an American, said 
several thousand persons had 
fled in the last few weeks. 
“The number has increased 
in the last few days to about 75 a 
day at one crossing point 
alone." he said. “And the arriv­ 
ing refugees tell of many more 
still coming out... most of them 
on foot because there is no tran­ 
sport.” 
Rogers said many refugees 
told tales of beatings and haras­ 
sment by Ugandan troops. 
Some of them had wounds. 
A Ugandan military spokes­ 
man told UPI by telephone his 
country had “no knowledge’’ of 
two Britons reportedly arrested 
last week in the eastern part of 
the country on spying charges. 
“Uganda has not arrested any 
Britons on spying charges,” he 
said. “ It is m alicious 
propaganda of the western 
press.” 
The denial raised fears 
among diplomatic circles the 
Britons — Graham Clegg. 38, 
and Jack Tulley, 65 — may 


already have been killed. 
Uganda also denied knowl­ 
edge of a British passport- 
holder, Mrs. Dora Bloch, who 
disappeared from a Kampala 
hospital in early July after the 
Israeli commando raid (Hi the 
Entebbe airport.

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Gateway to Valley still considered 
one of country's beautiful bridges 


Serving as an impressive 
gateway to the Santa Ynez 
Valley, Cold Spring Canyon 
Bridge along historic San 
Marcos Pass Road — Highway 
154 and a designated California 
Scenic Route —• continues to be 
regarded as one of the nation’s 
most beautiful long span 
bridges. 
In 1965, a year after its com­ 
pletion and opening to traffic, 
the bridge captured the coveted 
title for its beauty in an annual 
prize bridge competition spon­ 
sored by the American Institue 
of Steel Construction for 
bridges opened between Jan. 1, 
1963 and Oct. 10, 1964. 
The Cold Spring Canyon 
bridge is one* of the 10 longest 
arch bridges in America, and 
entries in the class in which the 
bridge was a top award winner 
were limited to bridges with 
one or more spans of more than 
400 feet. 
With the passage of about 11 
and a half years since it was 
first opened, the beauty of the 
bridge has not diminished. In 
fact, it has increased as native 
plants, shrubs ami trees on the 
hillsides leading to both ap­ 
proaches have grown to higher 
and more attractive propor­ 
tions. 
Prior to winning the high 
honor in 1965, the bridge and its 
designer, Marvin A. Schulman, 
associate bridge engineer, had 
been acclaimed by the James 
F. Lincoln Foundation by tak­ 
ing fifth place in its national 


welding design award for 
progress in welded steel design. 
The bridge was one of the 
first major arch units entirely 
fabricated from arc-welded 
steel. The Lincoln Award cited 
a 23 per cent saving in the $10.1 
million overall price of the 
1,200-foot span through the use 
of arc-welded steel. 
Additional advantages cited 
In the aw ard w ere the 
decreased design time and in­ 
creased aesthetic value. 
The bridge provides a 28-foot 
roadway between three-foot 
barrier curbs and is 1,218 feet 
between abutments. 
The span is above a 400-foot 
gorge and the now less-used old 
San Marcos Road which once 
provided the route for the 
stagecoaches traveling between 
Los Olivos and Santa Barbara. 
The bridge is recognized by 
authorities as an engineering 
marvel, and its construction 
combined the ancient theory of 
arch and keystone with modern 
technology and materials. 
Although it contains some 
5,094,000 pounds of steel and 
2,850 cubic yards of concrete, 
the bridge embodies the proper­ 
ties of a spider web with its 
strength lying not in rigidity, 
but in tension and flexibility. 
Its arch is in constant 
delicate tension, pushing up at 
all points along its service. The 
cement roadway had to be 
poured according to a com­ 
plicated grid pattern. 
Each small section of con- 
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crete on one side had to be 
matched by an equal amount on 
the other side of the centerline. 
Both sections had to be poured 
at once to maintain the stability 
of the arch. 
Each of the pillars going 
across the center span rests on 
a spherical ball joint. They are 
not fastened down but keep 
their place by the weight of the 
steel columns. This gives the 
bridge the flexibility necessary 
to w ithstand changes of 
temperature or earthquakes. 
The entire bridge is in delicate 
balance with the forces of ten­ 
sion keeping it in position. 
Officially opened Feb. 4, 1964, 
the bridge and its seven miles 
of approach roads resulted in 
the elimination of 88 curves, 
many of them of the hairpin 
variety, to provide motorists 
traveling from Santa Barbara 
with a breathtaking view of the 
Santa Ynez Valley, Lake 
Cachuma and the surrounding 
mountain ranges. 


The San Marcos Route is used 
extensively by the thousands 
who flock to Solvang and the 
rest of the valley during the 
summer. 
It is highly traveled, too, dur­ 
ing the vacation period and 
weekends during the year by 
large numbers of outdoor 
recreationists who head for the 
vast upper Santa Ynez Valley 
and Lake Cachuma recreation 
areas. 
It has been reported that a re­ 
cent year-round traffic count on 
the San Marcos revealed that 
an average of 5,900 vehicles 
travel the San Marcos and over 
the Cold Spring Bridge each 
day.

”1 was particularly impressed with 
their quickness and their defense,” Rupp 
said. “ In that game with Yugoslavia, our 
defense was absolutely superb.

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Killanin warns Russia 
not to play politics

MONTREAL (UPI) - The Olympic 
flame has gone out, the Village is 
deserted and the tourists have gone 
home. 
Outside of a few posters no one would 
know Montreal had played host to the 
1976 Games. 
• Already they are a memory, and 
maybe it’s just as well, because for 
many the games held here always will be 
remembered as the ones that nearly 
ended the Olympic movement. 
Lord Killanin, the stately Irishman 
whose demeanor and speech seems from 
another era, saved these games for Mon­ 
treal, but before leaving for home Mon­ 
day he put the next hosts—the 
Russians—on notice the International 
Olympic Committee will pull the rug, 
even at the last minute, if politics arò in­ 
troduced. 
Up until now only the Canadian govern­ 
ment knows how close Killanin came to 
calling off these games over the Taiwan 
issue and the only reason he didn’t was 
because of the inconvenience it would 
have cost a lot of countries and their 
athletes. In a news conference here Mon­ 
day, Killanin said if the Russians at­ 
tempt the same sort of political 
maneuver as the Canadians pulled off 
here, he will cancel the Olympics in a 
minute. 
Killanin said the Soviet government 
has guaranteed that every National 
Olympic Committee recognised by the 
IOC will be invited to send a team to 
Moscow. That would include countries 


Russia doesn’t recognise, such as the 
Republic of China, Chile and Israel. The 
Canadian government doesn’t recognize 
the ROC either, and it’s refusal to permit 
entry to the Chinese from Taiwan at the 
last minute put the IOC on the spot. 
After painful deliberations, which at 
one point had the United States ready to 
pull out, the IOC backed down. The ROC 
athletes went home and Canada got its 
way. 


“ We had to consider the athletes, some 
of whom already were in residence at the 
Olympic Village,” »»*<* Killanin “ If we 
had canceled g month before the games, 
it would have been a disaster.” 


Following that loss of face, the IOC 
revised its rules and now its executive 
board can take “ immediate action” if 
confronted with a similar political ques­ 
tion, an that includes sanctions or out­ 
right dismissal of countries such as the 
bloc of African and Arab countries (29), 
who pulled out in protest over the 
presence of New Zealand. 
Before returning to Dublin, Killanin 
said there is serious concern about the 
staggering costs of staging the games (It 
cost Canada $1.5 billion with two thirds 
of that figure expected to be a loss and a 
change might be made. Presumably, the 
subject will next be taken up when the 
executive board meets in October in 
Barcelona, Spain.

MONTREAL (UPI) - Soviet Olympic 
diver Sergei Nemtsanov defected not for 
political reasons but out of love — for the 
daughter of an American millionaire, a 
Montreal newspaper said today. 
The Russians say he was brainwashed. 
Canadian officials say they don’t know 
anything about the romance. 
The Montreal Gazette said Nemt­ 
sanov, 17, met the girl last year during a 
diving meet in Fort Lauderdale, Fla. but 
the two were separated when Nemtsanov 
returned to the Soviet Union. 
A Canadian immigration spokesman in 
Ottawa said he knew nothing about thè 
love affair, adding, “his personal life is 
his own and we have nothing to say about 
it.” 
The Gazette did not identify the girl. 
The newspaper quoted a police source as 
saying Nemtsanov does not plan to re­ 
main in Canada but wants to go to the 
United States. 
Nemtsanov has been granted a visa ex­ 
tension by the Canadian government to 
allow him time to sort out his future 
plans. 
Immigration department officials 
have refused to reveal the youth’s 
whereabouts, but the Gazette said the 
young diver has been in touch by 
telephone with Mikhail Baryshnikov, a 
dancer who defected from the Bolshoi 
Troupe in Toronto in 1974. Baryshnikov 
now lives in New York. 
In addition to Nemtsanov, four Roma­ 
nians defected while in Canada for the 
Olympic games. There were 117 defec­ 
tions during the 1972 Munich Olympics. 


Anatoly Kolesov, deputy head of the 
Soviet Olympic mission, Monday charged 
unidentified terrorists kidnaped 17-year- 
old Nemtsanov and psychologically 
brainwashed him into refusing an appeal 
to return home. 
Canadian government spokesmen 
rejected the allegations and Kolesov’s 
demand the young athlete be immediate­ 
ly returned to the Olympic Village.

the 
Soviet diving coach met with Nemtsanov 
Saturday at the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Montreal headquarters and “we 
had the impression Sergei Nemtsanov 
had been psychologically brainwashed 


by professional trained specialists. 
” He was in a very depressed state. He 
was pale and he repeated just like a 
parrot, ‘I chose freedom.’” 
Nemtsanov’s coach, Gerdt Burov, said 
the young athlete had “an extremely 
pale face, a blank stare, red spots on his 
cheeks and dilated pupils.” 
But an Immigration Department 
spokesman present at the meeting said 
“ He seemed very relaxed and in very 
good form. His good health seemed un­ 
deniable.” 
The defection of the four Romanian*, 
two of whom have not been identified, 
caused no stir.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Chicago Cube outfielder Joee Cardenal 
and his wife, Patricia, have filed a $750,000 suit in federal 
court against the city of Chicago, Police Superintendent 
James M. Rochford and Patrolman Dennis Dickson. 
The suit, filed Monday, stems from an incident at O-Hare 
International Airport on July 3, 1975, between the Cardenals 
and Dickson. The Cardenals later were charged with attack­ 
ing Dickson. 
The suit charges that Dickson “physically and verbally 
abused” the Cardenals and falsely arrested them. It says the 
Cardenals were acting in a “peaceable manner” when ar­ 
rested and that Cardenal was never advised of his rights. 


The suit also charges Dickson assaulted and beat the 
Cardenals without provocation, causing Jose “embarrass­ 
ment and humiliation.” 
Dickson, assigned to the O’Hare detail, said be asked Mrs. 
Cardenal two separate times to move her car, which was 
parked in front of the departure terminal of a major airline. 
Dickson returned a third time, he said, and Cardenal was 
sitting in the car with his wife. 
Dickson said when he began to write a ticket, “ Cardenal 
started beating me.” Cardenal allegedly hit Dickson 
repeatedly over the head with the policeman’s night stick. 
Mrs. Cardenal also allegedly joined in the beating, Dickson 
said.

Weaver to investigate allegations 
OSU illegally recruiting? 


v COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — Ohio State University Athletic 
director Ed Weaver promised to “ look into the matter” after 
hearing about a Michigan State University student new­ 
spaper’s copyrighted story Monday accusing OSU alumni of 
paying to have prospective student-athletes taken to the 
campus. 
“The allegations...appear to be vague,” Weaver said in 
denying any knowledge of wrong-doing concerning cited inci­ 
dents relating to Coach Woody Hayes’ rocruiting activities. 
“We will look Into the matter and will cooperate fully with 
the NCAA and Big Ten authorities if they should choose to In­ 
vestigate the matter.” 
The State News writer said he had learned from a source 
“close to the Buckeye 
OSU grid scene for several 
years” that football boosters made such cash payments. 
The story said It had been told of two Warren, Ohio, 
police officers being paid $75 and $80 respectively by a 
member of an OSU alumni group to drive football prospects 
to Columbus for a recruitment visit. 
“To the best of our knowledge, the students in question 
received only one ‘paid’ visit to the OSU campus during the 


time they were being recruited —the one authorized by the 
rules,” Weaver said in a brief statement. 
“We have no knowledge of the financial transactions which 
were alleged to have occurred between various Ohio State 
alumni and others. 
“ Different sets of NCAA and Big Ten rules were in effect 
at the various times mentioned, and we are not at all certain 
as to what the precise violations are alleged to be. 
“ We have not received any notification by either the 
NCAA or the Big Ten that charges of any kind have been 
brought against Ohio State University or that we are the sub­ 
ject of any kind of investigative proceeding.” 
The Michigan State University student newspaper said the 
payments amounted to violations of NCAA ami Big Ten 
recruiting rules. 
The story followed an admission by Hayes at a Chicago 
meeting Friday that he supplied information to the NCAA on 
football recruiting violations at Michigan State, starting an 
investigation that resulted in the Spartans being put on 
three year probation. The NCAA sanctions against Michigan 
State also caused the dismissal of Spartan head football 
Coach Denny Stolz.

It happened during one of those post-race Interview sessions Shirley Babashoff, 
the 19-year-old girl swimmer from Mission Viejo, Calif., had finished second again, 
for the third time.

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Deer season 


looks promising 


California’s early deer season, which opens Aug. 7 and 
runs through Sept. 19, offers better southland hunting 
prospects than last year, according to forecasts by Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game wardens and wildlife managers. 
The early season area extends along the coast and adja­ 
cent areas from the northern boundary of Mendocino County 
southward to the counties of Santa Barbara and Ventura and 
a small northwest corner of Los Angeles County. It is 
described as Zone A in the 1976 hunting regulations booklet 
available free wherever hunting licenses are sold. 
Bag and possession limit for the early deer season is two 
bucks, forked-horn or better. Shooting hours are from one- 
half hour before sunrise to one-half hour after sunset. 
Barring possible access problems caused by emergency 
fire closures, hunter success and the total deer take should 
be better than last year in Santa Barbara and Ventura coun­ 
ties and about the same in Los Angeles County, say the DFG 
field personnel. 
Here is their appraisal of hunting conditions and prospects 
for Santa Barbara and Ventura counties and that portion of 
Los Angeles County in the early season: 
— Range conditions: Because of below-average rainfall 
this year, there has been poor forage production and many 
watering areas have dried up. Food and water conditions are 
bad, and may get worse as the season progresses. 
— Location of deer: Because of the poor range conditions, 
deer will be scattered in the high country and will tend to 
concentrate in areas where they can find water and green 
feed. They will probably be moving around more during 
daylight hours, in contrast to last year. 
— Condition of deer herds: Fawn survival and buck 
carryover have been good in these early season areas. Bucks 
coming from the Frazier Mountain area are likely to have 
antlers still in the velvet. In the Colson Canyon area and in 
the limited Los Angeles County area most antlers will be 
hard. 
— Access: Back country roads will be extremely dry but 
should be passable to passenger cars. Areas open to the 
public in the Los Padres National Forest are the same as in 
1976. Main access to the forest in the Ventura County area is 
Highway 33. In Santa Barbara County, the main access road 
is Highway 166. Hunters are advised to check with U.S. 
Forest Service ranger stations and personnel in the area for 
information on secondary road access and possible fire 
closures. 
4 
— Fire hazard: This year's drought has made for extreme­ 
ly high fire hazard in all hunt areas. The Forest Service may 
close some areas to entry if these dangerous conditions con­ 
tinue or worsen Hunters are warned not to block fire access 
roads or to camp at stock watering tank. 
— Outlook by area: In Santa Barbara County, hunting 
should be better than average because of the good buck 
carryover and the concentration of the deer near water and 
feed. Figueroa Mountain is expected to give up a good 
number of legal bucks. The same is true of Miranda Ridge, 
the old Wellman Burn area, and Colson Canyon Hunters in 
the county took 506 bucks in 1974, 578 bucks in 1975, and 
should do even better this year. 
In Ventura Comity most public hunting will be in the 
northern part of the county because of the extensive private 
land holdings in the southern portion. Most popular hunting 
areas continue to be Mt. Pinos and Frazier Mountain 
Another good prospect is the Bear Canyon Bum area, which 
is accessible only via a nearby 4-wheel-drive vehicle road 
that takes off from Sespe Road The buck kill in Ventura 
County was 203 in 1974 and !S9 in 1975. It is expected to be 
higher this year because of the good buck carryover and con­ 
centration around the better food and water areas 
— Advice to hunters: The back country is extremely dry; 
bring plenty of water. Do not over-exert; take frequent 
rests. Be extremely careful with all flammable material. 
Take along a rattlesnake kit. If you are successful in finding 
a deer, make sure of your target before you shoot Skin and 
o dress out your deer immediately after the UU Prop the car­ 
cass open to air out Use deer bags to protect the meat from 
flies and yeUowjackets. And finally, leave a clean camp 
Deer hunters are reminded to make certain they unders­ 
tand the tag system before going afield 
Hunters should review the instructions on their deer tags 
and in the hunting regulations booklet, the DFG said. Failure 
to use the right tag after killing a deer could result in the loss 
of the opportunity to hunt deer in other areas of the state.

The dark side of Haiti 


WASHINGTON - Like the moon, 
Haiti presents its bright side to the 
world. But it also has a dark, unseen side 
which it tries to hide from the world. 
The government discourages newsmen 
from visiting the most bleak areas, 
where the peasants are starving while 
their rulers feast. Foreign reporters, 
who have ventured too 
far, have been hustled 
out of the country on 
the next available 
plane. 
4 One bold young Hai­ 
tian reporter named 
Gassner Raymond 
dared to write a story 
criticizing the govern­ 
ment. Two weeks 
later, his body was dis­ 
covered in a roadside 
ditch. 
We sent our roving 
reporter, Hal Bern ton. to the tiny, moun- 
tainious Caribbean nation to seek out the 
stories the government would like to sup­ 
press. Posipg as an itinerant student, he 
traveled with a knapsack on his back into 
the forbidding area. 
Beraton began his investigation in 
Port-Au-Prince, the bright side of Haiti, 
where tourists loll in elegant hotels, 
drink cool glasses of tropical rum punch 
and dance after dark in sleek dis­ 
cotheques. 
But if Haiti is a tropical paradise for 
the foreign tourists, it is a land of luxury 
for the ruling class. They are dominated 
by the amazing Duvalier family, who 
have amassed a pirate's fortune since 
the late “ Papa Doc” Duvalier seized 
power in 1959. 
His place has now been taken by his 24- 
year-old son, Jean-Claude Duvalier, 
more affectionately known as “Baby 
Doc,” who governs under the watchful, 
maternal eye of his mother, “Mamon 
Simone” Duvalier 
They impose a special tax on nearly all 
the principal goods the impoverished na­ 
tion produces The money goes into the 
royal treasury for the Duvalier* to spend 
as they please. Sources who have kept 
tabs on the family estim ate the 
Duvatiers have stashed over 1200 million 
in Swiss banks. 
“We are painfully aware,” a U.S. of­ 
ficial told Beraton. “that it’s the Uttle 
fanners who have provided the funds to 
pave the streets of Port-Au-Prince.” 
The oppressed peasants also have paid 
for a fleet of 10 sleek automobiles, which 
“Baby Doc” rides over the paved 
streets. Sometimes, he scatters money 
to the appreciative crowds. 
The family also owns numerous villas 
scattered around the country. The latest 
acquisition was a Spanish hacienda for 
“Mamon Simone.” 
From the bright lights and plush hotels 
of Port-Au-Prince. Beraton headed with 
his knapsack into the northwest section 
of Haiti. He sought directions from mis­ 
sionaries, social workers and others 
familiar with the hinterland. They 
warned him the Haitian military would 
stop him from entering the area. 
Nevertheless. Beraton climbed aboard 
a colorfully painted native bus and 
perched himself on the roof for the 
jolting all-day ride up the island The 
opulence of Port-Au-Prince quickly 
faded into scenes of stark poverty. 
Alongside the dusty road were clusters 
of mud-walled houses, with roofs of palm 
fronds. Young children, with the thin 
arms and swollen bellies that betray 
malnutrition, stood naked in the dust 
Some stared sullenly; others shouted 
greetings 
Haiti is the poorest nation in the 
Western hemisphere. Beraton made his 
way into its poorest region. He hiked the 
last 10 miles to an isolated village. Along 


the way, he passed through desolate land 
of charcoaled tree stumps. The trees had 
been felled by natives, the hard wood 
burned into charcoal for fuel. Among the 
blackened stumps were even more stark 
thickets of cactus. 
Without vegetation to stop the erosion, 
rain torrents had carved deep gullies into 
the barren terrain. The swirling water 
had washed away the soil, leaving only 
exposed cracks. 
The land had also been baked by two 
summers of drought. Yet the Haitian 
government had refused at first to 
acknowledge the drought and had later 
harred U.S. voluntary agencies from 
bringing in free clothing. This might 
have competed with the thriving used 
clothing business Duvalier’s favored 
friends operate in Port-Au-Prince. 
Beraton was exhausted when he 
reached x the village. The dirt-poor 
villagers brought him ripe mangoes to 
eat. He was taken in by a farm family, 
who lived in a small thatched hut atop a 
barren knoll. 
The farmer tried to scratch a living 
from a small plot watered by a tiny 
creek. 


“This year, the rain has not come,” 
the farmer said shaking his head weari­ 
ly. “We work so hard. And all for 
nothing. Many of the children are weak. 
Each month, we replant our land. But 
there is no rain. Nothing grows.” 
To escape starvation, many people 
already have left the region. Some set 
out dangerously in flimsy little sailboats, 
hoping to reach the Bahamas. Others 
made the hard trek to Port-Au-Prince 
with the faint hope of finding work. 
The village leader took Beraton on a 
tour of the area. 
“The people’s situation is critical,” he 
said. "The mango harvest is nearly 
finished and there will soon be nothing 
left to eat.” 
Beraton saw how dependent the people 
were on the sweet mangoes. They socked 
up every last drop of the juice, then 
threw away the skins to be eaten by dogs, 
pigs, donkeys and goats. 
The children, their hair turned to a 
rust color by malnutrition, usually squat­ 
ted in front of their huts. They were too 
weak to run and play.

Unless you’re prepared to write out a 
check that would come somewhere close 
to covering the national debt, never go 
into a seed store and ask for a pound of 
epiphytic orchid seeds. 
In fact, a pound of almost any flower 
seed would run you a 
handsome price.

pensive seeds really 
are is that he doesn’t 
buy them in quantities 
as large as a pound. 
We find it relatively 
easy to go into the 
store and plunk down 
50 to 60 cents for a 
package of seeds 
which will be worlds 
enough for our limited purposes. 
Notice the weight on the package and 
you’ll find that it is calculated in frac­ 
tions of an ounce (or perhaps grams if 
the seed packet printers have gone to the 
metric scale). 
Just for fun, I calculated that a packet 
of seeds that I bought earlier this year, 
which weighed one-tenth of an ounce, 
would have cqst $80 by the pound. The 
tenth-of-an-ounce package ran 50 cents, 
which would have made an ounce cost $5, 
and therefore, 6 times 16 ounces in a 
pound equals $00 
1 hesitate to think of what a pound of 
epiphytic orchid seeds would come to, 
but it must be astronomical. 
Horticulturalists tell us that the 
epiphytic orchid produces the smallest 
plant seeds known. It takes 35 million of 
the little rascals to make an ounce. 
To give you an idea of what kind of 
coverage you could get with that many 
seeds, you could plant one seed on every 
square foot of Lompoc’s city limits — ex­ 
cluding the FCI annexation — and use 
only about a half pound of the seeds. 
If you’re not impressed yet, let me 
point out that the number of square feet 
in the city limits of Lompoc proper totals 
somewhere near 223 billion! 
If you’re not impressed yet. then you 
just can’t be impressed! 


While we’re on astronomical figures, 


did you hear about the big picnic that 
Radio Station KMWX threw up in 
Yakima, Wash ? 
About 3.000 persons showed up and for 
dessert they enjoyed a 2Vr-ton apple pie. 
The pie was oblong and measured 16 
feet long, 8 feet wide and was six inches 
deep. It contained two tons of apples, 325 
pounds of flour, 210 pounds of shortening 
and necessary sugar, salt and cinnamon. 
The pie. according to the sponsors, was 
cooked in two sections and required six 
hours to prepare and six hours to bake. 
When it was ready, an Army reserve 
unit volunteered to haul the pie to the 
park for the picnic in a semitrailer. 
The radio station is claiming it was the 
biggest such pie ever made and deserves 
a place in the Guineas Book of Records. 


NEW YORK — As hardened as one can 
become through years in this business of 
columning there is always room for a 
surprise and I think the following per­ 
sonal anecdote is relevant to the man 
who will run for President on the 
Democratic ticket. 
It was my first face-to-face meeting 
with Jimmy Carter. 
My recollection is that 
it was some time in 
late February or 
March after the New 
Hampshire primary 
and the Iowa caucuses 
had given him a lift 
from obscurity. 
We were talking 
about issues and, as I 
recall it, specifically 
about full employ­ 
ment. 
“When will you sur­ 
face that. Governor?” I asked. 
Solemnly, without a trace of the 
familiar grin, he replied: 
“Well, you see, I’m saving that for my 
inaugural address.” 
I thought this must be a joke. 
Not for the speech in next week’s 
primary? Not for his acceptance speech 
when he was nominated by his party? 
Not at all. 
The peanut farmer from Plains, Ga., 
was in dead earnest. His step-by-step 
plans, carefully formulated and rarely 
disclosed to any but the intimate 
members of his staff, envisaged this ul­ 
timate step of the path of office for the 
presidency. And I do not doubt that he 
knew very well at that point what he 
meant to say in assuming the office. 
Now that the nomination is an ac­ 
complished fact with the demonstration 
of how well he could keep the secret of 
his choice of Sen. Walter Mondale for 
vice presidency, Carter’s stern decision­ 
making quality is coming to the fore. The 
analogy with Richard Nixon is being 
suggested: a loner driven by ruthless 
ambition, surrounded by a handful of as­ 
sociates to whom he delegates faceless 
authority. 
In my opinion it is far too early to 
reach any such conclusion. Certainly it 
took all the drive and the stamina to get 
to where Carter is today just as it took 
the incessant crisscrossing of the state of 
Georgia, shaking 800,000 hands, to win 
the governorship in 1970 after his 
crushing defeat four years earlier. 
Many have found it difficult to work 
with Carter. Failure to match his stan­ 
dards can bring a cold rebuff, the anger 
that shows in those ice-blue eyes. Pre­ 
sent and past associates have been talk­ 
ing about these traits. 
Ironically, in view of his criticism of 
the Lone Ranger style in the conduct of 
foreign policy, a parallel that comes to 
mind is Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer, who drives his closest associates 
to the brink with his demands 
In his Jack-and-the-Beanstalk career 
Carter has had few close friends. One of 


the few is Charles Kirbo, the Atlanta 
lawyer, whose wise counsel was in­ 
valuable in the Georgia phase of his 
career. 
While he said he consulted with 
perhaps 40 persons about his choice for 
vice president, it is a good guess that 
Kirbo was one of the few with roots in 
Carter’s past based on mutual respect. 
Incidentally while he had been adver­ 
tised as anti-Washington, the way he 
kept the secret of his choice was 
evidence of his understanding of 
Washington ways. 
If he had told in advance only three or 
four persons around him, the secret 
would surely have leaked. By saving it, 
he kept the speculation going in a con­ 
vention that tended otherwise to be 
ritualistic and dull. 
The Republican strategists will ham­ 
mer away on the alleged duality of the 
Carter personality. It was a favorite line 
of attack on Nixon : Will the real Richard 
Nixon please stand up? The intimation 
was that no reality existed back of the 
skillful facade of the seasoned — and

ruthlessly ambitious — politician. 
Will the real Jimmy Carter please 
stand up? Is it the twice-born Baptist 
who can preach love and compassion 
with true fervor? Or is it the tough 
relentless office-seeker with a pious 
front of “religiosity?” 
In my opinion the duality is false. Like 
every man with a driving ambition 
Carter is a complex personality. Being a 
loner is almost a prerequisite to suc­ 
cess in the toughest of all games 
It may sound odd to compare the 
peanut farmer with the president of 
Princeton University but a close parallel 
at this moment is with Woodrow Wilson. 
Wilson was, in his own way, deeply 
religious 
Carter’s meticulous thought proces­ 
ses. his careful deliberation, his 
knowledge of just where he wants to go 
and how, compare with the same 
qualities in Wilson. The presidency is a 
long gamble and the nomination of 
Carter is a first step in the greatest of 
those gambles.

School district authorities have 
borrowed a page from the media in a gut 
level approach to safety in the light of 
student transfers. Two cartoon- 
embellished and slogan-oriented 
brochures set forth some of the more 
serious problems Vandenberg Village 
children will face next month when they 
start walking to a new 
elementary school. 
All this is a spinoff 
from the district’s 
closing of Miguelito 
and La Mesa Schools 
in the fall. Miguelito 
students will walk to 
Clarence Ruth or 
Hapgood schools. 
Some Ruth students 
will walk to La Canada 
and students in the La 
Mesa area will walk to 
Buena Vista School or 
be bused to Los Berros School. 
If all this sounds complicated, be as­ 
sured that parents and the kids 
themselves know exactly what they’re 
going to have to do. 
In addition to conducting field trips to 
escort students along the paths they will 
have to travel next month, district of­ 
ficials have attended PTA meetings on 
the question of safety. There have been 
other official and unofficial measures In­ 
voked also.
